701.   POTENTIAL  SAFETY  HAZARD  BA-llOQ/U  MERCURY  BATTERY,  NSN  6135-00-926-0827. 

a.  Recently,  one  of  the  subject  batteries  ruptmred  violently.  This  occurred 
while  the  battery  was  sitting  on  a  workbench  in  an  Instrument  Repair  Shop. 
The  battery  was  manufactured  by  P.  R.  Mallory  under  contract  DAAB07-76-D-6352/ 
date  of  manufacture  11-76. 

b.  This  type  battery  is  used  in  the  AN/PVS-1,  AN/PVS-2,  2A,  2B,  AN/TVS-2, 
2A,  2B,  AN/TVS~4,  4A  Night  Vision  Devices  and  in  Radiac  Nteters  IM-506/PD 
and  AN/ADR-501, 

c-  The  failure  mode  will  be  established  by  this  headquarters  as  soon  as 
possible.  Until  this  is  accortplished,  users  should  screen  their  battery 
stocks,  and  any  BA-1100/U's  manufactured  under  contract  DAAB07-76-D-6352, 
and  with  date  of  manufacture  11-76  should  not  be  issued  from  Supply  for 
use-  These  particular  batteries  should  be  stored  in  a  cool,  well  ventilated 
and  isolated  area  to  prevent  possible  property  damage  or  personnel  injury 
if  cell  rupture  should  occur. 

d.  Batteries  of  this  particular  contract  and  date  of  manufacture  can  be 
identified  by  checking  the  packaging  and/or  the  battery  itself. 

e-  Inspection  and  disposition  instructions  will  be  provided  after  the 
failure  mode  has  been  determined,  BA-1100/U  batteries  manufactured  under 
contracts  DAAB07-77-D-6517,  DAAB07-78-D-6349,  and  those  nanufactured 
under  contract  DAAB07-76-D-6352  on  lots  other  than  11-76  are  not  affected 
by  this  message. 

f .  There  are  no  BA-liOO/U  batteries  manufactured  on  contracts  DAAB07- 
76=-D-6352  and  DAAB07-77-D-6517  in  Depot  Stock. 

g.  All  users  shouJ.d  be  reminded  that  equipment  should  never  be  stored 
or  shipped  with  a  mercury  cell  in  it. 

''02.  ACCIDENT  PREVENTION,  a.  The  following  message  is  fron  LTG  Forrester 
Conmander  6th  Army,  San  Francisco,  California. 

b.  "Recently  an  EM  was  killed  during  AT  when  an  M561  Gamma  Goat,  in  which 
he  was  riding,  overturned-  This  fatality  raises  our  FY  79  total  to  seven, 
conpared  to  five  last  FY, 

c.  The  other  fatalities  were  - 

POV  collision.  Four  dead 

Loss  of  Control  of  Motorcycle,  One  dead 

M60  Tank  struck  rear  of  M151,  One  dead. 
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d.  In  addition  to  fatalities,  an  EM  was  seriously  injured  (2nd  &  3rd 
degree  burns  over  65  percent  of  his  body  and  possible  eye  injury)  while 
pulling  a  burner  from  a  field  range  without  first  releasing  air  pressure. 
When  he  unscrewed  the  pressurized  cap,  the  burner  exploded  into  flames. 

e.  Accident  prevention  is  Command  Responsibility.  I  ask  Coimianders  at  all 
levels  to  review  Safety  Programs  to  insure  that  all  measures  practicable 
are  taken  to  prevent  accidents.  Accident  prevention  is  everyone's  business. 
Junior  Officers  and  NCO's,  leaders  who  work  closest  to  the  troops,  should 
be  reminded  of  their  responsibilities  in  this  area  and  made  especially 
alert  to  correct  conditions  before  accidents  happen. 

f .  Let  us  all  look  out  for  the  safety  of  our  fellow  soldiers  and  do  all 
we  can  to  prevent  human  tragedies  and  loss  of  resources." 

703.   FATALITY  RESULTING  FBOM.  ANTENNA  STiaKING -POWERLINE.  a.   The  message 
quoted  below  is  from  Comnnander,  CERCOM,  Ft.  Monmouth,  N.J.  and  is  quoted 
in  full. 

1.  "A  recent  fatal  accident  occurred  to  an  Arkansas  National  Guard 
Soldier  when  an  RC-292  Antenna  being  erected  fell  into  an  overhead 
power  line.  There  have  been  three  similar  fatalities  since  1974. 

2.  This  canmand  enphasizes  that  safety  precautions  contained  in  TB 
Sig  291,  The  Technical  Manuals,  and  on  anteraia  labels  must  be  observed 
when  locating  sites,  erecting  and  lowering  masts,  towers  and  antennas. 

3.  It  is  recommended  commanders  review  local  SOP's  concerned  with 
antennas  and  insure  as  a  minimum  that  instructions  stated  in  above  TB 
are  restated  in  the  SOP  as  precautions.  It  is  iirperative  that  masts, 
towers  and  antennas  be  sited  as  far  away  from  power,  lines  as  possible. 
A  distance  of  at  least  twice  the  height  of  the  antenna  structure 
should  always  be  maintained. "  End  of  Quote. 

b.  Message  quoted  above  highlights  a  serious  recurring  problem,  and 
enphasizes  the  need  for  continuous  attention  to  the  hazard  of  erecting 
or  using  any  antenna  (i.e.  Stationary  Antennas,  Whip  Antennas  on  vehicles, 
and  even  T.V.  ant-ennas  on  roof  tops)  near  overhead  power' lines.  During 
recent  years,  several  FORSCOM  soldiers  have  been  electrocuted  because  of 
failure  to  assure  adequate  clearance  between  the  antenna  and  power  line. 
All  troops  should  be  reminded  of  this  hazard,  and  advised  of  the  pre- 
cautionary measures  necessajry  to  prevent  electrocution  of  injury.
